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The Hunger Tariff

HE consumption of meat is decreasin^^ rapidly in the United 
Statea. 

The HIGH STANDARD OF LIVING which was the 
pride of this country for nearly two hundred years, is RAP* 
IDLY GOING TO THE DEVIL. 


Moreover, th« vagtiaiian diet, which is so cheap and easily ohtainabla 
in European and Asiatic countries, s* very difficult to imitate in this 
country. 

The secretary cf agriculture informs us that during the Ust ten year* 
the price of corn and potatoes hss juai doubled. 

And if he did so inform us—moat of us would know that, anyhow. 

According to this, either the Irish or the South Italian mode of living 
would be out of the question for a workingman m this country. 

And since wheat has gone up about 40 per cent—and milk about 60 per 
cent—and butter and cheese over 50 per cent—it is imposaible for Amerkaa 
workingmen to live like the Hungarian peasants or the Alpine farmers. 

In other words, if this keeps on, and we are promised that it will keep 
on. the American working class will have to quit eating or it will have to 
live on rats like the Chinese. 

And 10 make the case still stronger, there come* that great authority, 
Prof. W. D. Guthrie, and informs us that 76 per cent of all American fami¬ 
lies of th* present day—the families with imaU incomes—suffer from 
PERPETUAL LACK OF SUFFICIENT NOURISHMENT. 

Now. what is the future to bring?

Moreover, the story looks still worse when wc are reminded that sci¬ 
entists assert that the Mississippi valley alone could raise food enough to 
feed the inhabitants of the whole world. 

Of course, there is a simple way in which we could stop this starva¬ 
tion brought about artificially by a handful of sharks in human form. 

The NATION COULD GET POSSESSION OF THE TRUSTS, and 
thuc get possession of all the necessary means of livelihood for the people. 

But the capitalist statesmen will have none of that, for a loitg lime to 
come. And they arc *?ill in the majority.

A very simple solution of the question, at least for a while, wculd be 
the importation of foreign cattle. 

There are a great many cattle in South America aod Australia which 
could be imported to the United States aa they are imported to Great 
Britain. At present the duty on a live ox is about 37*/$ per cent of its 
value—hogs and sheep are taxed correspondingly,

We understand that some farmers might not like this kind of a revision 
because meat prices would surely take a tumble. But the fanners get tbe 
LEAST PROFIT of this tariff and must pay it out ten times over to the 
elhcr trusts. And we sorely cannot let the people starve for the sake of a 
few trust magnates.

Let me state the whole case ot tl«c 
soldier. It is thia: Within the Yirioua 
countries the home aerrice of the sol¬ 
dier is absolutely nonc*ocher than to 
overawe the workers at all times and 
to actively nte the weapons of war in 
trade disputes in time of strikes. 

As between different countries the 
sole function of iha a* related 

to any particular country is to figure 
aa an "overawing" factor, in time of 
peace, and actively to take a hand, in 
time of war. in winning trade ad¬ 
vantages by force away from other 
countries. But these trade advantages 
when lost or won. in no way benefit 
or injure the working classe-i. All such 
wars are for the purpose cf enabling 
I the ruling class of one country to do 
to the working class, in their own be-1 
half, in the other countries what oth-1 
ers are already doing to the workers: 
there and what they themselves are 
already doing to the working class in 
their own country. 

This is the whole case of the mod¬ 
ern soldier, the army and, the navy. 
They exist only for the punnisc of 
tnaintamiiig order while the master* 
rirte the pockets of the worker* every¬ 
where. 

What are the facts? 

First, as to the relation* of soldier* 
to workers in trades disputes. Here 
arc the facts. 

1. Every great industrial center in 
the world has a supply of soldiers 
with machine gtnis nml every p«>s*ible 
equipment for street fighting always 
close at hand. Why? 

2. Whenever trade diipnte* td great 
importance are on the point of victory 
for the wotkers and without dis4»rtlcr. 
hired ruttians and the soldiers are io- 
gether called out. the one by private 
interests, the other by public author¬ 
ities. to create disorder and then, un¬ 
der pretense of restoring peace, to 
compel by force of arms the rerlcwul 
of industry on tern** always to the 
disadsantage of labor. Soldiers have 
never interfered with any other re 
suit.

It then 
divide* the estates itit4) smalt parcels 
and allots them to Irish peasants. 

Tbc co*t of buying all the land «•* 
Ireland and of dividing it in this man¬ 
ner among the tenants will amount in 
the cud to ab^Bt one billion dollars. 

Tbe scheme «s to buy the land and 
p.'iy the landlords cash for it. Tbc 
peasants then pay back in small pay¬ 
ment* over a period of from forty*' 
live to sixty years, the money to tbc 
g*jvermbent.’

'cha«c!i were made of one quart each, 
nnd in each instance the cranberries 
were weighed, instead of beitrg mea- 
I sured. Two of the purchasers got t4>i 
or., for a quart, and one got I2l^ oz. 
When measured in the official dry 
measure these purchases were loond 
to be from 75 to 23 per cent short, 
and the testimony of the deputy seal¬ 
ers was that a quart of cran^riet 
should w*eigh i6*'J oz., or 17 oz. The 
manager of the company's grocery 
department lestified that he instructed 
the .talesmen to give only la oz. to 
the quart. 

Tlie signiffcant feature of the case 
is that not a single. English daily 
paper in the city made any mention 
w'hatercf of it. although this is the 
nr.A* instance in which a corpnratiot.
